OPPOSITION PARTIES AGREE TO DEMAND ASSEMBLY SESSION

[Text] Opposition political groups agreed yesterday to jointly demand the 
convocation of an extraordinary National Assembly session to deal with the 
Uirvong shooting incident. 


Im Chong-ki, floor leader of the opposition Democratic Korea Party (DKP), 
said the joint proposal will be submitted if the ruling Democratic Justice 
Party (DJP) opposes the convocation of an extra parliamentary sitting. 


The agreement came when Im met with Kim Ki-su, vice floor leader of the 
Korea National Party and Hwang Myong-su, new chairman of the parliamentary 
fraternity group. The National Assembly law stipulates that the National 
Assembly should be called into session if demanded by more than one-third of 
the lawmakers. The three opposition political groups have 123 seats alto- 
gether in the 274-member parliament. This assertion, however, contradicts 
the views held by the ruling DJP and the political circle is expected to 
remain noisy over the aftermath of the shooting affair that left 55 persons 
dead. 


DJP Secretary-General Kwon Chong-tal said that the ruling party has no plan 
to open an extraordinary session at present. “The demand (for an extra- 
ordinary session) seems to be aimed at simply launching a political offensive 
rather than producing substantive solutions. What should be done urgently 

is doctoring the scar and pains suffered by the victims of the incident and 
making due compensation for them,” Kwon said. 


He added that there is no change in the DJP plan to take necessary measures 
based on the discussions by the National Assembly Home Affairs Committee 
which opened yesterday. Kwon said further than the “politics of the new 
era” should be conducted in an honest and substantive manner. 


Meanwhile, DKP, in a separate statement issued earlier in the day, insisted 
that the government should make a public apology over the incident. It 
further demanded that the government should resign en bloc assuming responsi- 
bility for the incident, to help restore public confidence and to implement 
the “administration of responsibility."

Unlike other Catholic priests, Father Choe, 
knowing that Kim Hyon-chang and other fugitives had violated the law on 
national security, helped them find refuge. 


The arson, committed to urge a U.S. troop withdrawal from South Korea and 
to absurdly charge that we had completed the preparations for northward 
invasion, has undoubtedly violated the laws and security of the republic. 
Because of this, our people, who have cherished deep love and understanding 
toward Catholicism and the Catholic priests, have criticized Father Choe 
for assisting the mastermind of the Pusan arson. 


The Catholic Church should have apologized to the people for the incident. 
[t should have kept silent if it felt too awkward to apologize. This would 
have bescn reasonable and would have been beneficial to the public interest. 


Instead, the Catholic Church has assumed an antagonistic attitude. It said 
the government authorities and the press have misled public opinion, referred 
to the Kwangju incident and demanded the release of all political prisoners, 
spearheading an offensive against our society and system. Dealing with the 
incident involving Father Choe, the Catholic Church has raised a very sensi- 
tive political question. 


Wwe confront at the risk of our lives the North Korean commumist group, which 
advocates an anti-U.S. and anti-imperialist national liberation war. Some 
priests who have assumed a radical stand in the Father Choe case should not 
forget this.

[Excerpts] Among people in the government, the ruling political party and 
ordinary citizens, a voice demanding an epochal reform of police administra- 
tion is rising high. But can this enormous task be accomplished? We have 
reason to consider the task an enormous one and are extremely doubtful of 
its success. We do not think that this is only our opinion but consider 
that the majority of citizens share our views. How many times has police 
reform been sought, we would like to ask. 


In the past, whenever the need arouse, pledges were made and slogans were 
put forward for police reform. And, in this connection, some visible improve- 
ments were certainly made. Nevertheless, we do not think that we have seen 
any fundamental and structural reform. What is the reason? 


The reason is very clear. Reform and operation can be properly carried out 
only where outside observation can work. And police organization is such 
that outside observation is not easily accomplished. 


For the ordinary citizens, the public organizations and the members of 
political parties, there is no way of knowing what goes on in the police; 
therefore, for them, it is impossible to meddle in police administration. 

In other words, the police organization is too deep to reach and too hard to 
penetrate, it is locked from the inside. Therefore, it is difficult for a 
campaign of reform, no matter whether it is initiated within or without, 

to bring substantial change. 


fven in the secent Uiryong incident, the regional police reportedly made 
attempts to conceal their mistakes. If the incident were not so grave, the 
absurd police behaviour might have been unknown to the public forever. 


Because of the incident, people talk about improvement of police quality, 
low salaries, the police personnel management system and so on. Accordingly, 
they tend to seek some moral and technical improvement.

LAWMAKERS WANT POLICE SYSTEM REFORMED

[Text] Lawmakers on the National Assembly Home Affairs Committee have 
pounded the administration, taking issue with its failure to prevent the 
shooting rampage by a policeman in Uiryong, Kyongsang-Namdo, notably vith 
blunders of police in coping with the emergency promptly. 


In their interpellation of the Home Ministry on such problems as slackening 
of discipline, the quality of policemen, careless control of arsenals, and 
the police personnel management system, they strongly called for a sweeping 
renovation in police administration. 


Especially, legislators of the minority Democratic Korea Party and the Korea 
National Party regarded the shooting spree as a very serious incident in view 
of the failure to check the overnight massacre, which they claimed was 
connected with national security interests. 


With torrents of criticism being hurled at police in connection with the 

slow and inefficient function of their machinery in emergency, both the DF? 
and KENP are aligned solidly to go to great lengths in their two-sided strategy 
in handling the aftermath of the unprecedented carnage. 


First, the two parties agreed to request the convocation of the 112th special 
house sitting early this month to tackle the incident. Secondly, they 
launched offensives calling for en masse resignation of the cabinet, 
including Prime Minister Yu Chang-swm to hold them accountable for the 
"Monday nightmare.” 


Areuing that reshuffle of only the home minister was not sufficient to convince 
the people, the DKP worked out a strategy to present either a recommendation 
for dismissal of the premier or a resolution to urge him to resign to the 
extraordinary assembly session. 


Hardly had the shooting rampage ended early Tuesday morning when the majority 
Democratic Justice Party and the two minority parties sent their own on-the- 
spot probe teams to Uiryong to closely examine how and why such an incident 
took place and what actions police had taken to meet it.

{fext} <A broad set of leading economic indicators, presumed to precede the 
economic trend by about 3 months, firmed strongly in March, giving rise to 
hope that the clear swing coming in 8 months may mean “something good" for

The Economic Planning Board (EPB) said yesterday that the composite index 

of leading indicators for March was strengthened by a seasonally adjusted 
1.1 percent gain from the previous month. The solid gain in the index based 
upon eight component indicators came after a monthly 0.5 percent fall in 
February and 0.3 perceat decrease in January. In July last year, the index 
rose 0.9 percent and after that, remained weak for 7 months. 


Commenting on what the 1.1 percent growth in March could imply, the planning 
agency's statistics bureau said that when averaged, the leading composite 
index has shown no more than 0.7 percent increase on the month-to-month 

basis in the past 7 years. In the last 5 years, the average rate of increase 
was 0.5 percent. 


Bureau officials further noted that even during the 2 years, 1977 and 1978, 
which is called the recorded-boom period, the monthly rise in the index did 
not exceed an average 0.9 percent. 


But another composite index, supposed to coincide with the current business 
trend, was still a slump. 


In March, the companion index of coincident indicators, which tends to move 
simultaneously with the economy lost another month-to-month (0.3 percent 
following another 0.3 percent decline in the prior month. It has come down 
consistently since last October, when a 0.5 percent slip was registered. 


In individual component indicators, the statistics bureau reported, the 
leading composite index showed strength in six of its eight component 
indicators. 


They were the issuance of import licenses which registered a 65.6 percent 
gain, the composite stock price index, a 4.7 percent, the arrivals of export 
letters of credit, 3.9 percent, money supply, 3.7 percent, inventory index

for manufacturing, 1.2 percent, and the total space for which construction 
permission from the government was given, 1.0 percent. 


In the case of these composite indexes, the rates of change in component 
indicators are computed on a 2-month basis. So the rates can be different 
from those constructed for other purposes. 


The bureau said that the remaining two leading indicators, meanwhile, slid 
back by 1.8 percent, machinery order booked, and 1.2 percent, total exports. 


As for the coincident composite index, four of the five component indicators 
weakened. They are the capacity utilization index for manufacturing which 
showed a 1.7 percent decline, sales amount in the Seoul area, down 1.1 percent, 
industrial production index, down 0.6 percent, and che total number of 
manufacturing emplovees, down 0.4 percent. 


fhe other indicator, the producer's shipment index, gained 1.9 percent in 
March over the previous month, the report said.

the course of swift developments in all fields. In anticipation of this, 
responsible administrators as well as experts concerned with specific sectors 
are urged to pool their resources and wisdom so as to map out preventive 
measures well beforehand. In this way, people can be guaranteed safety and 

a sense of comfort, most understandably, in parallel with sustained social 
growth and expansion. 


the nation has just experienced two major unhappy incidents in the metropolitan 
area and in a local place, respectively. One was the shocking collapse of a 
construction site for the subway network in Seoul, claiming a number of 
precious lives of workers on the spot. This was followed by the massacre of 
numerous local citizens by a drunken, insane policeman in uniform, taking 
place in a peaceful village in Uiryong County, Kyongsang-Namdo Province. 


Because of the incident at the subway construction site, an overall reappraisal 
had to be made to assure the safety of those working on such construction 
projects and passers-by as well, so that people may believe in no recurrence 

of such happenings hereafter. 


In the face of the largest-scale incident of its kind since the republic's 
foundation involving a carbine-wielding cop killing innocent villagers at 
random, administrative leaders, politicians and citizens as a whole seem to 
be talking about the future course of police administration, probably more 
hotly and seriously than at any previous time. 


On the heels of these two tragic incidents, the government had to replace 
the mayor of Seoul City and the home affairs minister in a drastic move at 
its level to convince people on the realization of so-called administrative 
responsibility in the days ahead. 


Legislators from all political parties heard yesterday in a National Assembly 
committee the testimony by newly-appointed Home Minister No Tae-u about the 
tiring incident by a cop, together with the government intention to renovate 
the working climate among police personnel in the future.

Our keen attention is drawn to the legislative debate on to what extent the 
administrative leaders have to assume responsibility for the rioting incident. 


Whether the opposition politicians will be agreeable to responsibility at 

the home minister level this time, of course, is yet to be seen, in considera- 
tion of the grave nature of the tragic event in the annals of the national 
police. 


It is needless to say that the government should do its utmost to fully 
reflect public voices and sentiment concerning this rare incident in the 
personnel reshuffle with due countermeasures from now on, to such an extent 
as to convince rival politicians and citizens of its good sense. 


This is because the related government authorities should frankly admit the 
absence of security measures at the time of this emergency, as police, home- 
land reserve force units and other security elements in the area «concerned 
were tound to be nothing but “paper tigers." 


President Chon Tu-hwan has referred to the termination of “desk administra- 
tion,’ which undeniably means many things at this juncture in efforts to 
drastically renovate officialdom at large, including police administration.

DAILY COMPLAINS OF PRESS RESTRICTIONS

[Excerpts] In the reporting of the unheard-of-butchery which took place 
in Uiryong in South Kyongsang Province, we newspaper reporters certainly 
have nothing to say about the delay. On that horrible madness which began 
at 9:30 pm on 26 April, no morning papers could carry a report. So, we 
had to silently face the barrages of protests and inquiries by our readers 
in the morning. 


Such protests and inquiries from the readers are entirely natural. It is 
also natural that the newspaper reporters have no reply. However, we have 
many remarks which we are inclined to make. 


The primary function of newspapers is to supply news speedily and accurately. 
\ccordingly, when any newspaper fails to demonstrate its function properly, 
its reason for existence becomes questionable. But the fact is that we do 
not have our own reporters stationed in the province where the incident 
occurred. Nor do we have any reporters in any other provincial areas. 

Ihe situation of the central daily newspapers is all alike. For a major 
aewspaper published in Seoul, its head office is the headquarters and the 
outposts of reporting. News coverage about anything that happens outside 
coul is monopolized by KBS and MBC as well as the YONHAP News Agency.

[Text] The hope that Korea's nearly year-old recuest for $6 billion in 
japanese soft loans will be met with no further deley seems to prove futile 
despite the recent flurry of huddles and gestures in Tokyo. The sign of this 
abortion is apparent in the unproductive outcome of Japanese Deputy Foreign 
Minister Kensuke Yanagiya's visit to Seoul over the weekend. 


It is understood that the envoy from Tokyo made a cownterproposal to the 
Korean Government which, though not made public, appears to fall far short 
of Seoul's bid. The prevailing presumption is that Japan offered a total of 
$4 billion, of which $1.3 billion to $1.5 billion will be financed with 

the Official Development Aid (ODA) Fumd and the rest with Export-Import 

Bank and some private credits. 


A second look at the reported Japanese package lays bare the fact that the 
distance is still remarkable; the Tokyo-proposed ODA amount is only a fourth 
or less of the Korean request. It may be recalled in this connection that 
the Korean proposal for $6 billion in ODA loan was based on extraordinary 
circumstances and special relations between the two neighbor countries. As 
both sides are aware, the special circumstances are characterized by, among 
other things, the huge accumulation of trade deficits on the part of Korea 
since the 1965 normalization of relations and the actual linkage, whether 
they like it or not, of Korean security to Japan. 


After the abortive meeting of the two countries’ foreign ministers last 
summer and the subsequent cabinet talks, Japanese leaders appeared to be 
making a positive approach to the issue. The recent series of Japanese 
moves has generated the impression that the Tokyo government is to settle the 
joan question by next month, preferably through another foreign ministers’ 
conference in Seoul. Under these circumstances, the deputy foreign 
minister's Seoul trip could well be considered playing a harbinger's role. 


The reality, however, betrays such assumptions by far. As things stand now, 
no possibility of Japanese Foreign Minister Yoshio Sakurauchi's Korea visit 
in May is in sight. Into the bargain, Prime Minister Zenko Suzuki will visit 
Paris in June to attend a summit of Western industrialized nations. It is

[Text] Commerce-industry Minister So Sok-chun said yesterday the ministry 
would strengthen the activities of salesmen and simplify drastically the 
export procedures in order to overcome the present drooping exports. 


In a monthly trade promotion meeting, presided over by President Chon Tu-hwan 
at the capitol, he said a total of 20 trade promotion missions would be 
dispatched this year, particularly 14 teams during the first half of the 
year. Minister So reported that 515 export industrial companies would be 
asked to participate in 3l overseas fairs and exhibitions. 


To maintain orderly export markets abroad, he said the ministry planned 
self-regulatory exports of wire rope and color TV sets following wire nails 
and steel pipes. 


A design registration system will be enforced to protect companies which 
develop new export items including metal tableware, and prior adjustment 
will be strengthened to establish the order of international biddings, accor 
ding to So. 


He said the export-import link system would be applied to importers of 
machinery to spur exports of parts, and permanent exhibition centers would 
be set up in such areas as Jakarta and Amsterdam. He said that the ministry 
would make efforts to attract many foreign purchasing missions for exports 
of parts. 


So reported that the work of simplifying various export-related procedures 
including export support loan, foreign exchange, customs drawbacks and 
inspection of export commodities would be finalized by June to promote the 
nation's export performance, which had kept losing momentum since the turn 
of this year. 


The nation's export performance during the first quarter of this year showed 


an increase of 6.9 percent over the same period last year, and exports 
recorded minus growth this month, according to the minister.

DAILY DRAWS LESSONS FROM VIETNAM ‘ FIASCO‘

{Editorial: "A Lesson From Vietnam Fiasco" ] 


[Text] Seven years after Saigon fell to the hands of the commumists, those 
activists who were vocal in precipitating the downfall are strangely silent 
on what happened to the unfortunate tens of millions whom they helped to 
"liberate" from the control of the South Vietnamese Government. Those 
irresponsible people may not even remember the grim catastrophe of yesterday, 
1975. 


We would like to summon to the tribunal of history those many antiwar 
demonstrators and critics of the flatering Saigon government who naively 
believed or sinfully insisted that South Vietnam would fare better free of 
war, without Americans and without the corrupt yet potentially liberal 
Saigon government. By accident or by design, they did an irreparable wrong 
to the people of Vietnam. 


The life of misery under political repression and economic privation that had 
come upon the Vietnamese in the ensuing years defies description. Over a 
million people have braved death to seek freedom. Only a trickle of the 
refugees succeeded, while most of them fed the fishes in the South China Sea. 


Protests against President Ngo Dinh Diem in 1963 began to rock South Vietnam 
already beset with Vietcong guerrillas. Opposition to the government kept 
growing stronger, becoming widespread; part of it was legitimate and part of 
it not. Whatever the case may be, all protests and riots including the 
infamous self-immolation by fire combined to divide the national opinion and 
weaken the national power. 


[It is instructive, though painful, to note that many religious leaders, 
Buddhist and Catholic, and would-be liberals joined opposition politicians 
in loud but vainglorious sloganeering and demonstrations, calling for 
reforms, peace and democracy. Many of them meant what they said but most of 
them were not aware of the consequences which were to come out of what they 
said and did. They were actually tearing down their own government and 
frustrating the war efforts of Saigun and its free allies. 
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A nominal armistice signed in Paris served only to give Hanoi and its fellow 
travelers in Saigon more time for a gradual and less costly takeover of South 
Vietnam. Emaciated by cutthroat internal dissensions and mounting popular 
despair, South Vietnam could stand no longer, opening the door to commmist 
ensalvement. 


Now, 7 years after South Vietnam has gone beyond the point of no return, 
all the voices for liberty, civil rights and decent living are silenced for 
good. It is a satire that those ready to trade the “bad” Saigon government 
for all these good things got nothing but regimentation, purge and starva- 
tion from the unwanted guest they had taken part in calling in. The world 
has to draw a grim lesson from the Vietnam folly. 


The only advantage we, the Koreans, had over South Vietnam was the fact 

that we were more alert and better prepared by virtue of firm national 
solidarity and unfaltering commitment to the defense of independence and 
freedom. The nature of the communist threat from Pyongyang and its strategy 
of congeust are quite the same. Only our resolute and constant preparedness 
keep the enemy at bay. 


The recent burning of the American Cultural Center in Pusan laid bare the 
presence of underground networks of subversives and saboteurs and their 
sympathizers who are out to undermine our security and disturb stability in 
the name of political dissidence, well-being of labor, religious freedom and 
human righcs. A look back on the last day of Saigon may give these self- 
righteous activists much food for thought.

DAILY VIEWS LAW OF SEA TREATY PROVISIONS

[Text] The final adoption of the “convention on the law of the sea” under- 
scores a monumental achievement by the United Nations and for that matter 
the world community at large--all the more so as the organization has often 
been reproved for its dwindling capacity to deal effectively with major 
international issues. 


The transnational treaty, the first of its kind governing all aspects of the 
globe's maritime life, required more than 8 years of painstaking negotiations 
and intricate haggling--even to the last moment--among delegates from 156 
countries participating in the just-concluded third UN conference on the 
package. If the two preceding conferences are counted, the negotiation 
period extends to nearly a quarter century. 


Now set to be signed next September and enter into force a year after 60 
countries have ratified or acceded to it, the convention is made up of about 
320 articles and eight annexes affecting complex issues ranging from the 
extent of territorial waters to safeguarding the marine environment. 


'* is regrettable, however, that the treaty is marred by flaws which are 
feared to undermine the effective implementation of some of its provisions, 
if mot create international disputes. 


for one thing, its passage in the UN session lacked unanimity, an essential 
ingredient of any such international arrangement. Though it was adopted with 
overwhelming support, the United States led three other countries in voting 
against it and several major maritime powers including the Soviet Union 

were among the nations which abstained. 


The most outstanding discord involved provisions concerming the mining of 
seabed mineral resources, which the Reagan administration had asked be 
rewritten for its fear of excessive restrictions on private enterprises as 
against the power of and meddlings by an international regulatory authority, 
due to be set up under the convention. 
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Some marginal compromises were made with the opposing camp, the group of 
77, consisting of over 120 Third World countries-—-but not to the satisfac- 
tion of the Americans, who are far ahead today in deep-sea mining technology. 


Noteworthy in this respect was a reported move by four Western powers--che 
United States, Britain, France and West Germany--to conclude a provisional 
agreement of their own on seabed mining, particularly off the U.S. west coast 
and around Hawaii. 


At stake is the exploitation of “unlimited” supplies of such precious minerals 
as manganese, cobalt, copper and nickel on the ocean floor, which in turn 
provokes serious concern largely of developing countries over the definitions 
of public seas and rights of access to sea resources. 


[t was back in the early 17th century when a renowned Dutch jurist, Hugo 
Grotius, advocated that the oceans of the world belong to everyone--a dictum 
which, though subject to varied interpretations, has served as a guiding 
principle in giving birth to the treaty. The same principle is hoped to 
prevail in the process of putting the epoch-making accord into effect and 
settling all future problems as well as those already outstanding. 


As for Korea, which participated in the UN conference from its beginning 

in 1955, the treaty will have enormous bearings on its maritime activities-- 
not only fishing and shipping but exploration of oil deposits and naval 
operations for national defers3e. 


Though most of the treaty provisions have already been either written into 
existing agreements or generally accepted in the international community, 
the overall convention presents various problems--for instance, the need of 
diplomatic undertakings to revise the Korea-Japan fisheries accord or seek 
understandings, if not formal agreements, with Communist China of the conti- 
vental shelt and fishing. 


For these and other issues, both actual and potential, the government 
authorities, in close cooperation with the private sector, should step up 


appropriate preparatory and precautionary steps to safeguard the national 
interest.
